inces of the Dominion uituoly rolj. 
We ailade to the trade aud spirit li(!un> 
ji-,ife8^moDg the inQ^b<lef!itimat,e;e9arc8s 
of jmuDicipal revenue. Under Confod- 
. ,,, ,eraiion Victoria must oooupj- a very 
i important poailion and disoliarge highly 
importuDt [mictions, and it occurs to us 
thai the time lias arrived when she is 
called upon to take her trno position as 
tho poli^oal and opmmercial capital ol 
a Datiibn on the Pacific. ' The time has 
■OomO when she ebould posBees ureal 
"'" Mayor and Council, inniead of llio 
mythical one, destitute alike of soul and 
money, which sho now poHsCBSoe, lu 
eajing this wo must disliuotly di'claim 
- any ioiet'tion to dicpuruge tbo preseni 
liorgiimbontB; for there ia no raoro 
worthy man in the o luimuniLy, than 
hia worehip, ond the CouooillorB as u 
wbolo, do not full below mediocrity; but 
they hold office under oOoditiODa which 
render their givio oxistenoe to a great 
extent unreal, mythical, for all pracii- 
oal purposeci. What little revenue the 
Council has at its command is screwed 
oat of a portion of the community in 
nob the least obnozioua form, and the 
driblet devoted to naetnl purposes is so 
trifling as to give riso tp tbe disagreea- 
ble diBOOBsion of tbo utility of its ox- 
isteoce. iTbe trades lioonsoB yield over 
eight thousand dollars a year; iho 
spirit licenses over eleven. Here would 
bo, in round numbers, twenty ihonaaud 
dollars of now reycnue to bo placed ut 
the disposal of the Council ; and it 
mast be borne in mind that the revenue 
derirable from ibeso aoureot) would in- 
crease with tbo growth cf the commu- 
nity. With this amount added to Bucb 
rovenuc? as might aocruo from other 
Bouroea, without having rooonrse t^ op- 
pressive or obnoxious taxation, the 
Oounoil would bo placed in a position 
: of roil usefalneee; it would be enabled 
to undertake those larger works of wa- 
ter supply, sewerage^ and street im- 
provements without which it must bo 
impossible for Vioiorla to prosper as 
■he ought to prosper* Nature baa done 
DQUch for this city. A more lovely 
site and Barronnding cannot easily bu 
found in any country, and it only re- 
qoiri's a vigorous civic udminiitration, 
■with Buflicieut means to carry out tho 
■works alluded to, in order to make Yic 
toria tho most attractive and deairablo 
retidoooe on tbe whole coast. We may 
be told that it would be unjust to tbo 
Oolory as a whole to hand over tho 
revenues referred to, unlcaa Victoria 
•were prepared at tho same time to as- 
same the rocponsibilitj and exponso ol 
maintaining her own police organiza" 
tiqn. We do not donbt thai Victoria 
■would be prepared to do so, Tho tx 
pense of tnat is only a liitio moro than 
li70 thousand dollarrt now, iiearly hai.'

It is of no little impurlunco 
that Victoria should |.ut her best loot 
forward, flo to opcuk, under tho new 
dispensation now dawning upon the 
country, rioi only as a matter of stlf- 
interesi, but bocauao eho must in a 
Benee stand as tho representative of tho 
Dominion on the Pnoifio ; and, inuf- 
much aa tho whole Colony must ehure 
more or less in tho jirosperity uf itt-; 
capital, it will be to tho interest ot till 
that Victoria should become in every 
respect whftt she ourIU to be— a pleasi\nt, 
cleanly, woll-wiilereii, woll-Jrained, and well- 
kejit city. With a view lo iho auainment of 
BO very deairftble an object, it is to bo hoped 
tbnt surly bttps will be taken for obtaiolDg the 
iicc«s8ary Uglglation as »oon as the now House 
meeta.
